One  point  emerges  unmistakably  from  the 
explanations  offered  for  the  poor  mail  service 
in  the  Greater  Victoria  area-  and  that  is  in* 
sufficient  personnel.  It  is  clear  that  too  few 
carriers  are  available  for  deliveries  to  be  made 
w'lrh  the  promptitude  that  the  public  expects, 
and  which  it  has  a right  to  demand.  This  is 
Ottawa  a concern,  and  its  responsibility. 
Postal  authorities  there  must  awaken  to  the 
fact  that  the  volume  of  mail  traffic  in  Vic- 
toria has  almost  doubled  since  1939.  Cheese* 
paring  policies  should  have  no  place  in  one 
of  Its  most  important  public  services. 

During  the  war  61  carriers  were  employed 
lo  make  the  once-daily  mail  delivery.  Only 
17  or  so  more  carriers  have  been  added — 
although  more  w’cre  requested — yet  the  traf- 
fic has  doubled  through  the  restoration  of  the 
(wice-daily  service.  Carriers  are  therefore, 
and  understandably,  unable  to  cover  their 
routes  tw^cc'w'Tihin  the  allotted  time  This 
should  be  so  obvious  as  to  speak  for  itself. 

Undoubtedly  peacetime  reorganisation  and 
training  of  new  personnel  has  contributed  to 
delays,  but  these  are  minor  factors.  The  new 
men  engaged  are  all  war  veterans.  1 hey  arc 
voung  men.  accustomed  to  speed  and  action 
rhrir  military  (raining  precludes  any  fault 
being  laid  at  their  door.  What  they  ate 
unable  to  accomplish  we  believe  few. others 
could  Lrrors  slow  up  deliveries  but  not  lo 
the  extent  that  makes  a whole  community 
protest  the  delay  that  regularly  accompanies 
receipt  of  its  ma^ 

" I he  expected  impxovcment  once  local  re 
organuation  has  been  completed  will  not 
cure  the  cardinal  weakness  of  the  Victoria 
Post  Office.  This  lies  in  there  being  insutfi 
cient  staff  to  cope  with  the  volume  of  mail 
handled  Ottawa  cannot,  surciv.  hr  unaware 
that  this  city  has  grown  out  o(  all  propor- 
tion to  Its  former  prewar  state  I hr  con- 
clusion is  unmistakable  therefore,  that  nig- 
gardly finanoarpolicics  are  at  the  root  of  the 
trouble  ! his  is  nor  good  enough  (or  an 
alert  and  progressive  city  Postal  authorities 
must  shake  themselves  free  of  inertia,  and 
face  the  situation  with  realism  Half  a mail 
lervicr  is  whollv  useless.
